AGAIN SPREADING. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M ) 

CHICAGO, May %.~Shortage in de- 
livery of flour to groceries and bak- 
ers was threatened by a fresh spread 
of the teamsters strike today. The lat- 
est recruits are the drivers of the 
Wenig Teaming Company, a large con- 
cern chiefly engaged in delivering 
flour for milling companies. All the 
men quit work when one of them was 
discharged for refusing to deliver to 
boycotted department stores. A di- 
rect result of the strike will be a 
shortage of 15,000 barrels of flour «a 
week. according to George K. Wenig. 
“Unless we can get the Employers’ As- 
sociation to help us, the strike means 
an immediate of the flour 
supply.” sald Wenig. “If the strike 
continues, there will be a flour famine. 
I expect to apply to the association 
at once.” 

While the strike was today assuming 
a more threatening attitude, the Em- 
ployers’ Teaming Company is becom- 
ing increasingly aggressive. Today 
1800 teams were sent out, and the 
company promises to furnish team- 
Sters to do the work of all drivers who 
quit. The delivery of retail goods was 
further extended, and the number of 
deputy sheriffe and especial police was 
increased. The employers sprang a 
coup dy an offer that tempts many 
owners of teams to turn over their 
wagons and horses to the Employers’ 
Teaming Company. The offer is: “We 
will pay $100 a month for each team, 
the company to furnish a competent 
driver and feed the horses.” 
Although surrounded by six guards, 
a non-union teamster was knocked 
off his wagon today and severely in- 
jured by strike sympathizers. The 
Victim was Joseph St. John, who was 
attacked while driving one of the Pea- 
body Coal Company's wagons near 
bridge. He sudden 
found his way biocked by teams 
manned with uon drivers, while 
rocks were huried by strike sympa- 
thizers in a crowd that gathered. One 
of the missiles struck St. Johff on the 
head, inflicting a severe wound and 
felling him to the pavement. With 
much difficulty, the guards succeeded 
in getting him extricated. 

The executive board of the Chicago 
Federation of Labor met today to ap- 
point a committee to meet the Presi- 
dent's train west of Dixon, III., and 
explain to him the strike gituation be- 
fore he reaches Chicago. The unton- 
ists received intimation, however, that 
the President did not wish to be met 
by any large number of Chicagons be- 
fore he arrivéd in the city. The plan, 
therefore, was abandoned. With re- 
ports of a gloomy nature coming in, 
the leaders were in no frame of mind 
to be enthusiastic over the visit of 
the President. The committee to wait 
upon the nation’s Chief has been named, 
but there seems to be a disposition to 
put upon President Charles Dold of 
the Chicago Federation of Labor the 
work of writing a statement of the 
strikers’ side of the controversy for 
the President's perusal. lUnion-labor 
leaders appear less enthusiastic about 
bringing their strike troubles to the 
attention of the President. Appar- 
ently, little hope is entertained by 
those men and their colleagues that 
the President will take such hold of 
the strike as he did in the case of the 
anthracite labor war. 

INJUNCTION MATTERS. 

Motion to dissolve all Federal in- 
junctions against the strike leaders, 
on the ground that the bills are sup- 
ported by insufficient affidavits, was 
made before United States Circuit 
Judge Kohisaat today by Attorney J. 
C. Leboskey. Judge Kohleaat con- 
tinued the proceedings until tomor- 
row, saying he was too busy to hear 
arguments today.

A bitter battle took place in a nar- 
row alley behind a Van Buren-street 
power-house of the Union Traction 
Company, Clinten and Jefferson 
streets, where non-union teamsters and 
coal shovelers of six Peabody Coal 
Company wagons were spied by em- 
ployés of the Decorators’ Supply Com- 
pany. whose G@ve-story bullding is just 
across the alley from the power plant. 
The decorators-plant men made no 
move until the negroes had begun load- 
ing coal for Traction use. Then, while 
a street mob began heaving bricks at 
the negroes, nearly 1000 men and boys 
appeared at windows and threw bricks 
and broken bottles. badly injuring sev- 
eral of the non-union workers.

It would appear that in every 
case of assault the assailant may dis- 
age with the usual precaution—that 

e need not look for a defender—he will 
find one in court. Of course, this is no 
coincidence. It cannot be regarded as 
other than an agreement made and 
provided, a sort of blanket retainer, 
big enough to cover any case and every 
case of brutality.

JEWS MASSACRED. 

RIG OUTBREAK AT ZHITOMIR.

ST. PETERSBURG, May 9.—The re- 
port“ in circulation here last night 
that there had been a massacre of 
Jews at Zhitomir, government of Vol- 
hynia, Southwestern Russia, is con- 
firmed in a dispatch to the Novosti, 
which says the rioting began May 7 
and continued forty-eight hours. 

Orthodox Christians fell upon the 
Jews in the streets. The Jews were 
armed, and fought their assailants, 
many being killed or wounded on both 
sides. 

Private dispatches from Zhitomir at- 
tribute the attack upon the Jews to 
articles in Kroushevan's paper. 

Twelve persons were killed and fifty 
were wounded. Sunday the Jews tele- 
graphed to friends in t. Petersburg 
to ask the authorities to take strong 
measures for their protection, and or- 
ders to that effect were gent. 

A renewal of the fighting is ex- 


pected. 

Maxim Gorky has received permis- 
sion to jive anywhere jn Russia except 
in St. Petersburg. It is said that he 
has already leased a country place 
near the capital.

WYNDHAM EXPLAINS THINGS. 


Former Chief Secretary for ireland 
Tells House of Commons Why He 
Gave up His Job. 
[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 
LONDON, May %.—{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] George Wyndham, who had been 
absent owing to illness since his resig- 
nation of the Chief Secretaryship for 
Ireland, returned to the House of Com- 
mons this afternoon. As a preliminary 
to the introduction of the vote of cen- 
sure of Sir Henry Campbeil-Banner- 
man, the Liberal leader, on the Irish 
policy of the government, he made a 
personal explanation of the reasons of 
his resignation. 
He said he had insisted on retiring 
from the Cabinet, not on the grounds of 
Policy but because political and per- 
sonal reasons had convinced him that 
he could better serve the government 
as an unofficial member than as Chief 
Secretary for Ireland. His views had 
not changed in the smallest degree in 
regard to the Irish administration. The 
union must be the fundamental prin- 
ciple of any sound Irish policy. Mr. 
Wyndham thought the scheme for de- 
volution in some Ways more open to 
criticisms than even the plans home 
rule itseif. The situation in both Ire- 
land and England had become compli- 
cated by a personal misunderstanding. 
for which he himself was partly to 
blame. He had never contemplated any 
delegation of legislative powers from 
the House of Commons other than the 
power of dealing with purely private 
bills. Consequently, he had paid no at- 
tention—as he ought to have done—to 
the earlier proceedings of the Reform 
Association. Sir Anthony MeDonnell, 
Under Secretary to the Lord Lieutenant 
of Ireland, erroneously believed that he, 
Mr. Wyndham, would approve of the 
proposals of the devolutionists, but as 
soon as he saw these proposals, he, Mr. 
Wyndham, registered strong objections 
to them. Such a misconception of his 
attitude was instructive in the case of 
all efforts at social reform. Therefore. 
he had concluded that his power for do- 
ing further useful work in Ireland was 
ended. 
Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman then 
moved his resignation, which amaunted 
to a vote of censure for the policy pro- 
ceedings of the Irie government con- 
nected wiih to the ap- 
Linernt M Donnell. 
Sir Henry said tae gover nett aad 
tempted a policy of trmourtial Irieh 
ministration, on the lines of the Wynd- 
ham-MeDonnell’ tetters, but had fled 
from it at the dictates of @ emall party 
of Irian unionists.

Said a week ago that 180.000 was our 


population. We are officiaily told it is 
200,000, but call it 180,000; that i ex- 
actiy $1 apiece that we get from the sa- 
looms. That is all. The city’s taxes for 
the last year were $1,500,000, and we 
collected $180,000 from the saloons. Now 
then, face this a moment. We collect 


our $1,500,000 of taxes by paying 2 or 3 | 


* cent. for the expense of collection 
do not exactly know what it is—but 
if 2 per cent. it would be $30,000: if 4 
per cent., $60,000. What does it cost 
us to collect the $180,000 of taxes that 
we get from the saloons? That ise the 
question. What does it cost us to col- 
lect $180,000 from the saloons—what 
does it cost? We know that a saloon 
license sold the other day at a bonus of 
about $4000. The saloon-keeper has to 
make his license, has to make that 
$4000, and has to make the wealth that 
he is making for himself or the distil- 
leries beyond him. What does it cost 
in doliars, what does it cost? I do not 
know, because I do not know what the 
saloon-keeper takes in over his till. 
But if he takes in $100 a day on an av- 
erage, see what that would mean for 


000,000 a year. Where does it come 


wealthy in the main spend much 
money over the saloon counter? No. 
The laboring man, the poor man, pays 
the’ tax to give you and me our share 
of the revenue from that $180,000; or, if 
$50 a day is taken in, $3,000,000; or if 
$2) a day, $1,500,000. These dollars are 
paid over the counter that you and I 
ma) share in our part of the $180,000 
that is paid in that way to our city. 

Shame on any clean-minded man in 
Los Angeles who wants to raise money 
in that way. But that is not all. I can- 
not tell you what it costs in Los An- 
geles to raise that $180,000; you cannot 
tel! me what it costs in Los Angeles to 
raise that $180,000. Consider What our 
courts are costing, what our police 
force is costing. I know of one liquor 
trial recently that cost $6000; and an- 
other trial a few years ago that cost 
$9010 to carry it through. 

I wonder if you people who live in 
Loe Angeles understand where you 
live? | wonder if you have some con- 
ception of the wonders of this our land, 
And of its possibilities? We have made 
great progress. Ours is a rapidly-grow- 
ing city; but what would we be, what 
would be the bright future lying before 
us if we could banish this terrible evil 
from our midst? We have made strides 
as it is, notwithstanding the deleteri- 
ous effects of the saloon business: we 
have made great strides, but do away 
with the saloons, give the poorer 
classes, the working classes, a chance 
to buy homes and pay for them, and 
bring prosperity among them, and see 
what the future of this city would be; 
then let our taxes be properly applied, 
anu let the poor man have a chance to 
have his own home, the same as the 
rest of us have our own homes, and see 
what would be the future of this city 
in this wonderland. 

Don't you know that our Chamber of 
Commerce is to be commended for 
what it has done in advertising Los 
Angeles and its great advantages: but 
no advertisement has been thought of 
by the members of the Chamber of

Nobody seems to care who the man

Women who were with him a few mo- 
ments befure fire gutted 
house known as the Echo, No, 707% 
South Main street early Monday morn- 
ing. deseried him to his fate and only 
remembered that a man was in No, 4 
after they had told the firemen and po- 
emen that every occupant of the 
building had escaped. 

Their lapse of memory! was respon- 
sible for the loss of a human life. 

Hysterically shrieking and wringing 
their hands, Mrs. Mary Bagge the re- 
puted landlady, and a woman friend, 
ned from the burning building and 
recollected nearly half an hour later 
that they had left a human being in a 
little stuffy room in the disreputable 
Echo to perish in the blaze and smoke. 

Something was wrong about the af- 
fair. 

Finally conscience smote the women 
and they cried out in agony that a man 
was in a room upstairs. Quickly Fire 
Chief lips and Patrolman Tyler rushed 
into the burning building and dragged 
the limp form of @ partially undressed 
man from the bed in room 4. 

was not burned but the 
ife had been smothered in 
Though a physician worked 
hard to rekindle the spark, he was un- 
successful. 

The body was sent to Pierce Bros. 
morgue, and the Coroner and the police 
made repeated inquiries concerning the 
dead man and the exact manner of 
death. 

A letter in one of the pockets indi- 
cated that his name was Calloway or 
Kellaway, and that he was an employé 
of the salt Lake road; a dentist's re- 
ceipt made out to J. Lacear was also 
found: a man in the crowd at the fire 
said the man's name was Edwards; and 
the landlady of the house wept hys- 
terically and sald she didn’t know the 
man's name at all, 

“He only came in tonight and asked 
for a room; he wrote his name down on 
the register and retired; the register 
was burned and I can't recall the 
name,” she wal 

For two days the body had remained 
in Pierce Bros. morgue awaiting i- 
tive identification. The papers — 
printed accounts of the death, yet no 
one has called at the morgue to even 
try to identify the remains. 

The Coroner and the police have 
sought high and low for information. 
but none of a positive nature has been 
found. 

Deputy Coroner Summerfield has 
postponed the inquest repeatedly be- 
cause he thought somebody would come 
forward and reveal the identity of the 
dead. But none came, and the inquest 
will be heid at 9 o'clock this morning. 

The man whose identity seéms so 
completely shrouded in mystery was 
apparentiy 25 years old. He was robust, 
smooth-shaven, round faced, and might 
have been called handsome. 

“Unknown,” will probably be the in- 
scription on his head-stone in the Pot- 
ter's field unless present investigations 
by the police reveal something.

To heighten this suspicion is the fact 
that the woman is now dying, at No. 
513 East Twelfth street—siowly dying 
of some disease of the brain; dying 
under what appears to be a hypnotic 
spell which she herself cannot throw 
off. In her wavering between life and 
death she calls the name of George 
Biake, and wails as though Jn anguish 
8 “the bitter wrong she has “done 

m. 

Lending seeming color to the hy- 
pothesis of death and madness through 
dual hynotism is the discovery made 
yesterday, that some weeks ago—a few 
days before she fell ill of this strange 
malady, to be exact—Blake and the 
Freitag woman induiged together in a 
sort of occult orgy, in the course of 
which she subjected the unfortunate 
young lawyer to her full powers of hyp- 
notism. In bringing him under this 
spell she wrought herself into an ex- 
travagantly nervous condition, and im- 
mediately thereafter went into a state 
of hysteria, to be followed in a day or 
two by the brain sickness which 
(probably in conjunction with her long- 
time excessive use of alcoholic liquors) 
is now threatening death. 

The comparatively few persons 
whom these facts are known, 
them several lawyers of the city who 
have been Blake's friends and are as- 
sisting in the investigation of his 
strange case, are asking each other: 
Can it be possible that Blake was never 
“wakened” by Maud Von Freitag from 
the hypnotic spell? Would some sud- 
den shock be likely to restore him to 
his mental faculties? or has he passed 
from the hypnotic condition intoa state 
of hopeless insanity? 

In this connection it is recalled by 
Blake's friends that recent Associated 
Press dispatches have told of two per- 
sons in New York who were 80 com- 
pletely under the hypnotic or mesmeric 
power that they could not be “awak- 
ened.” One of them died, the other is 
in a madhouse. 

BLAKE ARRESTED. 

As forestated in The Times, the ar- 
rest of Blake was made early yester- 
day morning. As soon as the Court- 
house opened, at 9 o'clock, a com- 
piaint charging insanity was sworn to 
by Deputy Sheriff Bert Franklin. Im- 
mediately a warrant was issued by 
Judge Trask, and at 9.30 Attorney 
Russ Avery and Unger Sheriff Yonkin

The train-calling device is part of @ 
new system that is being installed for 
the improvement of the facilities of the 
big passenger station. When these 
elaborate plans are carried oUt, there 
will not be a railroad station in the 
United States—elther steam or electric 
—that will be as well equipped as that 
of the Pacific Electric. 

With 800 interurban cars arriving at 
and departing from the station every 
day, the need fs great for the prompt 
dispatch of trains. A system has been 
Installed. whereby the stationmaster, 
from an elevated position inside the 
train shed, can, with levers and elec- 
tric buttons, control the movement of 
all cars. 

In addition to this duty, he is expect. 
ed to inform the waiting travelers of 
the readiness of each car. 

As the stationmaster has only an or- 
dinary of lungs, and, aside from 
that, could not with dignity shout from 
his perch to the walting- room, the 
speaking tube-megaphone was hit upon. 

After he has given the signal for « 
car to come ahead, the station man 
puts his mouth to the end of the tube 
that winds around for a number of feet 
to the wall of the wailting-room and 
cries into it his message.

UNPRECEDENTED SCENE. 

All the way out Broadway to Court- 
house Hill, Blake, walking between 
Mr. Avery and the two officers, kept 
up his weird speech with the spirits of 
the unseen world.

The order was made; and Blake, 
realizing nothing of the sadness of the 
scene, walked with Dusinessiike step 
from the room, followed close by Av- 
ery, Yonkin and Franklin. 

PRISONER ARRAIGNED. 

They had an awkward moment get- 
ting Blake into Judge Monroe’s depart- 
ment, where he was to be arraigned;

arrest. But the bad minute passed 
without violence, and presently the lit- 
tlhe group entered Department Four. 

The ordeal of arraignment was piti- 
fel.

Throwing up one hand, as though he 
would call heaven to witness for 
the young lawyer advanced and f 
the bench.

Then, 
lowering his voice and falling into the 
form of correct pleading: “Your Honor, 
I submit that this is an outrage. I am 
not Insane. I— But here the fog closed 
in or him again. 

The scene is not a pleasant one to 
dwell upon. Judge Monroe fixed the 
hour for examination at 2 o'clock this 
afternoon, and Blake was ied away. 
The plan was to have him cared for, 
perding examination, at the County 
Hospital, but a better arrangement 
than this was approved by the Under- 
Sheriff. 

On the part of the officers, both of the 
Sheriff's department and the courts, 
there was and is a sincere desire to 
treat George Blake with every conslid- 
eration within the law, for his deplor- 
able misfortune makes him none the 
less the gentleman, and kindness and 
courtesy are his by right of the reapect 
le talents as a lawyer earned and the 
esteem his character in the past has 
won. So Instead of removing Biake to 
the County Hospital he was taken to 
his room at the Hotel Washington by 
Deputy Franklin, the latter to remain 
with him and care for him until 
the appearance in court today. 

Yesterday afternoon the officer took 
his charge on a ride to Santa Monica. 

HEARS HER MESSAGE. 

Ir. the evening Blake was acquainted 
with the fact that Mrs. Von Freitag ie 
dying, and he was told of how she 
called on his name and in half-con- 
scicusnetia mourned “the bitter wrong 
she had done him"—supposedly mean- 
ine the placing of him under hypnotic 
spell.

OLIVER W. NIXON DEAD. 


California Pioneer and Veteran News- 
paper Man Passes Away A‘ter 
Short Illness. 


Word was received in Los Angeles 
yesterday of the sudden death at mid- 
night Monday of Oliver W. Nixon of 
Chicago, at Biloxi, Miss, where he 
had been spending the winter with his 
wife and with Dr. K. K. Pearsons, the 
noted Chicago philanthropist. 

Mr. Nixon had many friends and 
acquaintances in Los Angeles. He 
was the great uncle of the wife of 
Dr. J. E. Cowles of this city, and 
spent some time here two years ago. 
He was a pioneer on the Pacific Coast, 
having come in 1549. He taught school, 
in Oregon for many years, and then 
went to San Francisco, where he en- 
gaged in mining interests. 

He was always a man of literary in- 
clinations, and after spending several 
years on the Coast he returned East, 
and became literary editor of Chi- 
cago Inter-Ocean, with whichthe was 
connected for more than a quarter of 
a century. He was also the author of 
several books on scientific subjects. 

Mr. Nixon, during the Civil War, 
was a brigade surgeon for Ohio volun- 
teers, and later he was treasurer of 
Hamilton county, in which Is situated 
Cincinnati. He went with his wife to 
Mississippi to spend the winter, and 
they were planning to return to Chi-

HE PRESIDENT’S ATTITUDE ON 
RATE-MAKING. 

There can be 0 longer any 
doubt—if any doubt has heretofore ex- 
isted—as to the position held by the 
Chief Executive on the subject of 
railroad rate-making. In his Bpeech at 
Denver, on Monday night, the Presi- 
dent's attitude was stated clearly ana 
forcibly, and it was in favor of con- 
ferring upon the Interstate Commerce 
Commission the power to fix rates 
complained of as unreasonabic. As a 
concomitant of the rate-making power, 
the President would have the rates, as 
fixed by the commission, go into effect 
as soon as possible after they shall 
have been determined. 

The President, in this vigorous 
speech, goes into the question at con- 
siderable length, and makes some 
strong points in support of his conten- 
tion. One of these is that the great 
highways of commerce were formerly 
the waterways and common roads, 
which were open to all, whereas, by 
the march of progress, they now con- 
Sist almost wholly of railroads, which 
are not open to the public, but are 
controlled by individuals or corpora- 
tions. Under these changed conditions 
the President declares that it is abso- 
lutely necessary that the nation—for 
the State cannot possibly do it—should 


— 


assume a supervisory and regulatory 
function over the great corporations 
which practically control the highways 
of commerce.” 

Even more important than the rezu- 
lation of rates, the President declares, 
is that justice shall be done to all per- 
sons concerned. On this point the 
President's language is so forcible and 
80 pointed that a portion of it deserves 
the emphasis of repetition, in order 
that there may be no possible doubt 
or misunderstand.ax. He said: 


“When you give a nation more 


power, remember that harm and not 
good will come from the giving of it 
unless you give it with the firm de- 
termination not only to get justice for 
yourself but to do justice to others: 
that you will be as jealous to do jus- 
tice to the railroads as to exact justice 
from them. We cannot afford in any 
shape or way in this country to encour- 
age a feeling which would do injustice 
to a man of property any more than 
we would submit to injustice from a 
man of property. Whether the man 
owns the biggest railroad or the great- 
est outside corporation in the land or 
wheiher he makes each day's bread by 
the sweat of that day's toil he is en- 
titled to justice and fair dealing, to 
no more and to no less. A spirit of 
envy on the part of those less well off 
against the better off is a& bad and no 
worse than a spirit of arrogant disre- 
gard for the rights of the man of smal! 
means on th part of the man of large 
means. The arrogance and the envy 
are not two different qualities, they are 
the same quality shown by men under 
different circumstances. 

We must make up our minds that 
nothing but harm will come from any 
scheme to exercise as much super- 
vision as that I advocate over corpo- 
rations and especially over the com- 
mon carriers, unless we have it clearly 
fixed in our minds that the scheme is 
to be one of substantia! justice alike 
to the common carrier and to the pub- 
lic. [Applause.] If I have the ap 
pointment or direction of any com- 
mission and power to administer a 
law of such increased powers, I shall 
neither appoint nor retain the man 
who would fail to do justice to the 
railroad any more than I would appoint 
or retain the man who would fail to 
exact justice from the railroad. I want 
that understood as a preliminary, that 
is, if 1 have the appointment of any 
of these men or their retention, they 
will give a square deal all around or 
else their shrift will be short.” 

This is straight to the point. At no 
time has there been desire or inten- 
tion, on the part of the people, to do 
injustice to the railroads. The prop- 
osition to increase the power of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, as 
provided for in the Esch-Townsend 
bill, was in the interest of equalizing 
vnjust rates and facilitating the de- 
cision of disputed questions, which can 
be deferred indefinitely under the 
existing law. The proposed fixing of 
rates is in the interest of justice, not 
of injusfice, and the President may 
be relied upon, should injustice be at- 
tempted. to put a stop to it forthwith. 

Attorney-General Moody, in his ar- 

gument recently presented to the Sen- 


Committee on Interstate Com- 


merce, expressed the opinion that 
Conaress has the right (and the Presi- 
dent believes it is also its duty) to 
confer the desired rate-making author- 
ity upon the Interstate Commission. 
Yet the flat has gone forth from the 


Senate leaders, it is announced, that 
this power will not be given to the 
commission. Without this power the 
commission lacks the requisite author- 
ity to enforce its decrees, and any 
othe: legislation which may be enacted 
will be of minor consequence only. If 
the Senate carries out the implied 
threat of some of its members to bar 
the necessary and desired legislation, 
those Senators who vote on the wrong 
side of the question will find it ex- 
tremely difficult to explain their ac- 
tion. 


EMOCRACY’S NEW MOSES. 
It is pretty early to begin talking 


| about the Democratic Presidential can- 


didate for 1908, but such talk is al- 
ready heard in some quarters. Here, 
for example, is Leslie’s Weekly begin- 
ning to “boom,” in a mild, tentative 
sort of way, Judge D. C. Herrick, of 
New York. It declares that “the in- 
terest which the public addresses of 
Judge D. Cady Herrick have generally 
d roused among Democratic newspapers 
is significant. Many believe,” continues 
the newspaper quoted, “that this hard- 
headed, old-fashioned pupil and asso- 
ciate of the late Daniel Manning and 
Grover Cleveland will, in spite of his 
indisposition to remain in politics, be 
forced to the front. The fact that he 
ran a hundred thousand ahead of 
Judge Parker last fall is significant, 
and the attitude he has recently taken 
in favor of a much-needed honest 
election law has added greatly to his 
sianding with the reform element.” 
As to Bryan, it is remarked that “the 
continuous performance of Nebraska's 
political faker in his efforts to keep 
before the public, as the great and 
only leader of the Democracy, will not 
last always; that “his largest follow- 
ing is found among smali-fry Demo- 
cratic leaders who seek to ride into 
prominence on his back, and who like 
to pose with him in the camera of 
publicity. The thoughtful Democracy 
is paying little attention to the how!l- 
ings from the twice-defeated candi- 
date of the party, and is turning once 
more toward conservative leadership 
in the East.” 

All this may or may not be wholly 
true. Mr. Bryan, true to his purpose 
as announced at the National Demo- 
cratic Convention, is laying his plans 
to capture the nomination, if not for 
himself, then for the radical wing of 
his party, at the next Democratic Na- 
tional Convention. But if any par- 
ticular opposition to his plans has de- 
veloped, the fact has not thus far been 
made conspicuously apparent. So far 
as appearances go, Mr. Bryan is hav- 
ing things mostly his own way in all 
the initiatory skirmishes of the far-off 
campaign, if such it may be called at 
this juncture. 

From the Republican point of view, 
nothing could better please than to 
have the next Democratic National 
Convention place in nomination either 
W. J. Bryan or some candidate of his 
ilk. Such a nomination would insure 
the election of the Republican can- 
didate beyond all question, no matter 
whom the Republicans might place in 
nomination. The election to the 
Presidency of such a candidate as 
Bryan or Hearst (God forbid) would 
be a calamity to the United States; 
so great a calamity, indeed, that its 
evil would be beyond computation. 
That it would bring civil war in its 
wake there can not bea reasonable 
doubt. The results of such an elec- 


ten, in the nation, would be not un- 


like the results of the election of Mr. 


Dunne to the Mayoralty in Chicago, 
where a condition of civil war, on a 
mall scale, has been precipitated. 

The Democracy will be wise if it 
tur. once more to conservative leader- 
ship. In conservative leadership. 
alone, could it find victory, if at all; 
for the American people are not pre- 
pared, and will never be prepared, 
while the light of reason guides them, 
to turn over the government of this 
grand and puissant republic to dema- 
gogues and incompetents. But it is 
pretiy early for beginning the active 
campaign of 1908, and the nominations 
can wait a while. 


HE MAN ON THE LID. 

A generation ago there was a 
very popular operetta holding the 
stage in which one of the heroes was 
called Poo Bah. This dignified person- 
age, invested with serio-comic gravity, 
performed a great variety of functions. 
He was ruler, magistrate, teacher, ad- 
visor, arbitrator, and if occasion called 
for it. leader in social functions. We 
have now had as the acting head of 
our government, for several weeks 
past, a veritable Poo Bah—with none 
of the derision implied in the stage 
character—in the person of the Hon. 
William H. Taft, Secretary of War. 
Matters which would be referred to 
President Roosevelt if he were not 
away from Washington, have been 
handed over to Secretary Taft for 
his consideration. Questions of state 
which would under other circum- 
stances come under the scrutiny of 
Secretary John Hay, were likewise 
passed along to the Secretary of War. 
When a session of the new Panama 
Commission was to be held and per- 
plexing problems regarding territorial 
rights obtruded themselves, the Sec- 
retary of War had to attempt their 
solution. When a new disturbance 
threatened the peace of our Philippine 
possessions, who but the Secretary of 
War was equal to the cmergency? 
Altogether there is a fecling in the 
country that if any crisis should arise 
in the absence of our official chief 
magistrate, whether a domestic feud or 
a foreign imbroglio, Secretary Taft 
would fully meet the requirements of 
the situation. 

During the last two decades he has 
ereditably filled the positions of Judge 
of the Superior Court of Ohio, Solicitor 
General of the United States, Dean in 
the Law Department of the University 
of Cincinnati, United States Circuit 
Judge, Civil Governor of the Philip- 
pine Islands, President of the Philip- 
pine Commission, and Secretary of the 
War Department of the United States 
government. and today he is the 
acknowledged Poo Bah of (he country. 
There could not be a better one. 

The Secretary is a man of fine per- 


sonality and comes of splendid stock. 
His father, Judge Alphonso Taft, was 
Secretary of War in President Grant's 
Cabinet, and was Minister to the Aus- 
trian Court, and afterwards to that at 
St. Petersburg under President Arthur. 
lhe young man William went to 
Yale, where he ranked second in a 
class of 120, and was chosen class 
orator. Entering the legal profession 
he presently exhibited qualities that 
marked him for promotion. As cn ad- 
vocate his oratory is easy and flowing, 
Lut characterized by thorough research 
and sound reasoning, qualities which 
early recommended him for the bench 
which he so well adorned.

The Gospel of Electric Cooking. 

To popularize the use of electric 
cooking appliances in and around Phil- 
adeiphia, lectures are being organized 
by a company interested in their manu- 
facture. While the lecturer explains 
the advantages of electric stoves and 
demonstrates their operation, on a table 
close by a complete meal is in course 
of preparation. After the speaking, all 
present are presented with a handsome 
menu, and for a reasonable vharge 


take of the meal. Presumably at the 
termination of the banquet, an enter- 
prising agent collects the orders for 
electric cooking outfits. 


Motors in the Home. 


The employment of small electric mo- 
tors for varied industrial purposes is 
rapidly extending. The current is 
available just when required, there are 
no boilers or engines demanding skilled 
mechanical attention, the only capital 
outlay required is the little machine 
that converts the electricity into mo- 
tive power. Jewelers, laundries, den- 
tists, printing offices, book binders, and 
scores of similar industries now rely on 
the electric motor. But its employment 
in homes is also steadily advancing. 
Motor driven sewing machines; polish- 
ers for taking care of hardwood floors, 
sweepers that perform marvelous work 
in removing dust and litter of all kinds 
from rugs and carpets, knife cleaners, 
chopping and mixing machines in the 
kitchen, small ammoniaca!l plants for 
refrigerating—these and other devices 
are now in operation in many house- 
holds. Indeed the day appears to be 


essential to have motive power avail- 
able in one's home as light or. water, 
Guide for Automobile Buyers. 

A decided novelty in the way of trade 
catalogues is the “Handbook of Gaso- 
line Automobiles,“ which is (really a 
combination catalogue of the machines 
turned out by some forty manufactur- 
ing and importing firms in the United 
States. In all 116 Jifferent models are 
shown, each with an illustration that 
reproduces all the important features 
of the car. The detalled description is 
given by a series of leading questions 
that arise in the mind of a purchaser— 
price, weight, horse power, frame, style 
of body, size and character of engine, 
the length of wheel base, seating capac- 
ity, method of transmission, number of 
speeds, steering method, ignition, cool- 
ing and se on. The answers are printed 
in red ink, and, as the questions are 
uniform in every case, and the book is 
carefully indexed, comparison in regard 
to any particular point or points is 
made extremely easy. The volume is 
thus a serviceable guide book for those 
Intending to buy an automobile, and as 
such the publication, first issued as an 
experiment last year, is to be continued 
annually. The Association of Licensed 
Automobile Manufacturers of New 
York is the publisher. 

New Safeguard at Sea. 

Wireless telegraphy so unquestionably 
decreases risks at sea that no Joubt 
vessels equipped with the apparatus 
will soon have the benefit of reduced 
insurance charges. A case in point has 
just occurred on the Banks of New 
foundiand. This is the season when 
icebergs, liberated from the frosen 
packs by the advent of spring and drift- 
ing southward, become a serious men- 
ace to shipping in these waters. On 
their last voyages to New York the lin- 
ers Caronia, Teutonic and Kaiser Wil- 
helm II were coming along at intervals. 
The last-named vessel received warning 
from the Teutonic, sixty miles in ad- 
vance, that nine big icebergs were in 
her path. The Teutonic also retrans- 
mitted a message from the Caronta, still 
further ahead, stating that forty more 
icebergs would be encountered. Thus 
warned, the German vessel slowed 
down, and took extra precautions to 
avoid the dangerous obstacles to navi- 
gation. 

A Record Wheat Crop. 

During the coming summer we are 
promised our record wheat crop. The 
Department of Agriculture estimates 
that this yea’s crop will total nearly 
500,000,000 bushels, which will be 150.000. 
000 bushels more than the small crop of 
last year, and 70,000,000 than the bumper 
crop of 1902. “This is discouraging for 
the speculators,” says the New York 
Times, “but it is the best kind of good 
news for everyone else. A great har- 
vest means widespread prosperity. an 
active trade in every kind of merchan- 
dize consumed in the farming districts: 
plenty of business for the railroads: 
an industrial stimulation all along the 
me and a contented and happy peo- 
ple.“ 

Weather Forecasts by Telephone. 

Now that the rural districts are fast 
becoming reticulated with telephones, 
valuable new uses for the lines are be- 
ing discovered. At present the farmers 
in most places have to drive to the 
nearest postoffice or railway station to 
read on the bulletin board the weather 
forecast. But now in some localities in 
Ohio, Indiana,. Iilinois and Pennsyl- 
vania arrangements have been com- 
pleted by the Weather Bureau whereby 
every subecriber to a telephone com- 
pany will receive the day's forecast be- 
fore noon. This is only a beginning, as 
the Bureau is planning to extend this 
system of promptly distributing fore- 
casts and special storm warnings in 
every district throughout the United 
States equipped with telephones.

Another proposed use of the telephone 
in country districts is to expedite the 
transmission of messages contained in 
letters bearing the special delivery pos- 
tal stamp. By securing permission from 
the postoffice department a rural post- 
master may now, when authorized by 
the individual to whom the letter is ad- 
dressed, open it and read it over the 
telephone. Farmers are fast becoming 
keenly alert business men, and thus im- 
portant communications may be saved 
from having to wait perhaps twenty- 
four hours for the rural carrier. A de- 
velopment of this plan has been advo- 
cated, namely, to have a new special 
stamp printed providing in the regular 
course of postoffice business for all let- 
ters bearing the stamp to be opened 
and read by telephone to the addressee. 
This will involve new work for post- 
masters and financial arrangements 
between the Postoffice Department an! 
the telephone companies. But there are 
officials behind the scenes who declare 
that the step is coming. 

Burying the Telephone Wires. 

In England underground telegraph 
cables are being lald from London to 
Glasgow, a distance of about four hun- 
dred miles. This is for the object of 
maintaining communication despite of 
storms, which in the past have fre- 
quently blown down the overhead wires. 
The cable contains close upon one bun- 
dred wires. It is placed in iron pipes, 
which are sunk two feet below the sur- 
face of the public roads. There are ex- 
amination boxes at intervals through-. 
out the route. The new system is now 
working between London and Carlisle, 
about the three-quarters of the entire 
distance. The only disadvantage is de- 
creased speed in the sending of mes- 
sages, the overhead wires having a ca- 
pacity of 400 words per minute, while 
the underground wires have shown 
themselves capable of transmitting only 


words.

ANSWER: Ninety per cent. of geo- 


and nearly all the older water-made 
kinds are of Marine origin. The term 
rock in geoiogy, is applied to all natural 
format uns of rock material, whether 
solid, like sandstones and slates, or 
loose sand and gravel. All sandstones 
were once beds of loose sands.” A stone 
may be precious, diamond, precious 
opal, ete.; there are probably no 
precious rocks. Rock has been defined 
as “a large mass of stony matter.” 
“Petrology,” (J. D. Dana) shows that 
rocks consist essentially of minerals, 
and the minerals of the common rocks 


and silicon dioxide.

(3.) Carbon, the ehief element of char- 
coal and mineral coal, and a constituent 
of carbonic acid or carbon dioxfie.

Of all the rocks, quarts is the most 
abundant, it is found in crystals and 
massive. In the scale of hardness it 
is 7, it scratches glass, it does not melt 
before the blow-pipe, is not soluble in 
water, nor in any acid but hydrofluoric, 
In fracture i is conchoidal (atin, 
concha, a shell) L e., breaks with a (on- 
cave and convex surface of fracture— 
curved. Quartz possesses many der- 
ent appearances—emoky, milky, vitre- 
ous, rose, amethystine, black, yellow, 
red, and so on. is a variety of 
quartz known as opal (opal silica.) 
which yields water B. B., but infusi- 
ble, besides silicon dioxide of hard 
quartz, its formula includes water. 
Such silica is found in all colors and its 
hardness is 5. Quartz has no cleav- 
age; it breaks as easily one way as 
the other—glass-like. e other ex- 
amples of quartz are found in catseye 
jewel,) carnelian, chalcedony, agate, 
onyx, sardonyx, jasper, silicous sinter, 
flint, hornstone, basanite, tridymite 
(the latter being soluble in a boiling 
saturated solution of sodium  car- 
bonate.)

Near Lompoc is a “float- 
stone, and is also, almost, pure 
silica formed from siliceous (miscro- 
scopical) shells of diatoms (farina fos- 
ils). Sand is quarts. “Although quarts 
is one of the original minerals of the 
earth's crust, and has been mostly de- 
rived from the earlier rocks of the 
giobe, part of it has passed through 
living beings, either plants or animals 
and is of organic origin. Some of the 
lowest species of life have the power 
of making, by secretion, siliceous shells 
or siliceous particles or spicules in their 
texture.” Speaking mineralogically, it 
requires two or more minerals, occur- 
ring together, and in large masses, to 
constitute rock. 

Silicates comprise a * class. Clay 
is a silicate of alumina. ere are sili- 
cates of magnesia, potash, soda, iron 
oxides, lime, etc. Of alumina oxide, the 
gem sapphire (corundum) is an Iillus- 
tration. The silicates of alumina are 
infusible. Those containing the ele- 
ments of the other bases mentioned, 
are nearly all fusible. Feldspar is a 
silicate. Potash feldspar (common 
orthoclase,) soda feldspar (albite,) oli- 
goclase and labradorite are soda-lime 
feldspars. Mica is a silicate of alumi- 
na, as also that of potash and lime, and 
of magnesia and iron oxide. Quartz, 
feldspar and mica are the constituents 
of graute. Rocks consisting of compact 
feldspathic base are known among 
some authors as porphyry. “Chiorite 
resembles black mica in constitution, 
and when well crystallized in its 
cleavage; but it contains 14 per cent.

It is often fine 
Tale and serpentine are hy sili- 
eates of magnesium. Talc is very 
soft (hardness 1.) not gritty te the 
teeth.

Sider- 
ite (iron carbonate,) Witherite (barium 
carbonate,) etc. The only chloride 
forming rock-masses is sodium chilor- 
ide, common or rock salt.“ Nearly all 
chlorides are soluble in water, the nota- 
ble exceptions being those of silver, 
bismuth and mercurous salts. The 
mercuric are soluble in water. “The 
minerals of which a rock consists may 
be either in broken or worn grains or 
pebbles, like those of sand or mud or 
a bed of gravel: or, on the contrary, 
they may be in crystalline grains.” 
(fragmental and crystalline rocks re- 
spectively.) “Common white marble 
and granite are good examples of rocks 
having a crystalline texture: and also 
loaf-sugar and steel, among products 
of art.” Crystalline rocks are either 
metamorphic or igneous. Metamor- 
phic rocks are those which have been 
changed (metamorphosed) into crys- 
talline rocks, and usually without 
fusion. The rocks so changed are the 
ordinary fragmental rocks and lime- 
stone.”

RIVERSIDE, May 9.—Dr. Roth and 
his “remotely contiguous” town-lot 
proposition received something of a 
“turn down” at the hands of the City 
Trustees this morning.

The extensive alterations made at 
Rushton Hall, the historic mansion in 
Northamptonshire, which he has ac- 
quired, have already been noted, but 
tbat he intended to make a hobby of 
horticulture there in its most fascinat-

— Recently Mr. Van Alen visited 
Highbury, where he saw Mr. Chamber- 
lain's famous collection of orchids. 
His quick eye and retentive memory 
enabled him to carry a diagram of Mr. 
Chamberlain's scheme of cultivation 
away with him. This he placed before 
James Carmichael, his head gardener, 
giving, at the same time, instructions 
— neither X nor money were to 

be spared in the effort to equal, and 
it possible to surpass, the Highbury 
display. Carmichael, who was for 
many years in the service of the late 
Queen Victoria, has been scouring the 
country for the rarest specimens of 
the orchid family, and a few days ago 
succeeded in obtaining what is known 
as a duplicate orchid. Three separate 
specimens cost him close on $3000, but 
Carmichael did not hesitate to outbid 
all hig competitors. e are “dupli- 
cate” orchids itn Mr. Chamberlain's 
collection, but if 2 Van Alen’s flour- 
ish at Rushton Hall they will excel, 
in rarity at least, anything to be found 
in England.
